Dr. Livingstone. 



It is now rather moro than a jenr 
sinco wo wero shocked by the account of 
Dr. Livingstone's death. The mendaci- 
ous story of the Johanna men was mode 
public at a. meeting of the Geographical 
Society in March, lSGS, and, though 
thcro has been of late good ground for 
hope, wo havo been until now without any 
adequate assurance of the great traveller's 
safety. The present news is particularly 
satisfactory, as it shows, not only that 
the story of his death wus false, but that 
lie hns prosecuted his journey with consid 
ernhlo success. It will be remembered 
that bo started nt the north of the Zam> 
besi, on the east coast of Africa. Thence 
ho was to ascend the River Shire to the 
X/ake Nyassa, which lies north of the 
Zambesi about 300 miles inland. It was 
on the Bhore of this lake that be was re^ 
ported to havo been murdered. The 
Johanna men declared that he passed 
northwards up the eastern side of the 
lake, crossed it, and fell on the western 
side, in a cem'v.st w"\th seme savnges. 
That this statement was at best inaccur- 
ate was proved by the search expedition 
sent out last yeur, which heard of linn 
five days' journey beyond tlio place of his 
alleged murder, and, moreover, wero as- 
sured that ho had not been able to cross 
the lake , and had skirted its southern 
Bhoreti. This is now proved by his own 
account to have been the route ho took. 
From tlio paint where ho was deserted we 
now learn he proceeded "northwards at a 
long distance to the we-t of the lake," 
His aim, in fact, was to reach Lake Tan- 
ganyika, which lies to the northwest of 
Lake Nyassa, and about 050 miles inland 
from Zanzibar, In pursuing this route 
he describes himself as passing over 
"elevated lands, covered with humid 
forests, and destitute of gnmo." In this 
part of his journey the party suffered much 
from hunger, but they nevertheless reach- 
ed their immediate goal, the southern end 
of Lake Tanganyika They here found 
abundance of cattle and food, and recov- 
ered their strength." There is a regular 
trading route between the eastern shore 
of this lake and Zunzibar, and we hud re- 
cently received very encouraging informa- 
tion from a native who belonged to one 
of these caravans. This man gave a cir- 
cumstantial account to Dr. Kirk at Zanzi- 
bar of having met a white man uear the 
lake, who, by nil appearances, could be 
no other than Livingstone. This nativo 
iurtber stated that the white man had 
intrusted some letters to the leader of an- 
other caravan, named Bunduki. This 
yery man has at length reached Zanzibar, 
and delivered Dr. Livingstone's letters. 
In addition to this, we have trustworthy 
information that tho traveller had safely 
reached an important point named Ujiji, 
half-way up Lake Tanganyika, where 
provisions, stores, and letters from Zanzi- 
bar and England had long been waiting 
for him, He had, therefore, not only 
accomplished successfully this portion of 
his journey, but had received a material 
addition to his stock of necessaries. 

With this information wo may not only 
dismiss anxiety for tho fate of the great 
Explorer, but may indulge brilliant ex a 
expectations of tho issue of his enterprise 
It is true, indeed, tbnt it is going some- 
what beyond our evidence to assert abso- 
'sti-lytLfi'- '' Dr. -'^>" ; '):■„'; is ssfo j" for 
those letters, when they reached Zanzibar 
in February, were twelve months old, and 
many accidents may happen in the inter- 
ior of Africa during that time. But we 
have now no more reason to be anxious for 
Dr Livingstone Jian before we hud of h 
ing frightened by the lies of the Johanna 
men; while, on the contrary, the decided 
success of tho Doctor up to this point is 
very encouraging for the future. What 
may have been his plan for the past twelve 
months we are not yet informed ; but wo 
. riy.<7 s>rob,«ityjr ywcvqsV: „lha$..b,e Jvvs .■\><\\. 
struck eastward lor Zanzibar, aud it is 
possible, therefore, that ho may be work- 
ing up to tlio north of Lake Tanganyika, 
towards the scene of Speke's and Grant's 
discoveries, The lakes Victoria and 
Albert Nyanza are much less distant from 
the north of Lake Tanganyika than the 
latter from Lake Nyassa, and the Doctor 
may strike tho sources of the Nile and 
descend tlio river towards Egypt. It has, 
indeed, been conjec'ured that the waters 
of the Tanganyika have an outlet north- 
wards, ana \ if so > ' le w011 'l1 probably follow 
their course. T lie only other alternative, 
suggested by Sir Roderick March ison last 
January, is that ho may be following some 
great river to the West Coast. But the 
speculation indulged at one of tho meet- 
ings of the Geographical Society docs not 
Boem very wild, that we may next hear of 
Dr, Livingsloneo at Alexandria, Should 
he contrive to make his way down the 
Nile, ho will bo tho first man, as Dr. 
Kirk wrote last year, who has "not only 
crossed tho Continent, but has passed 
through its whole length from the Cape of 
Gdcd Hope to tho mouth of the Nile" 
But Dr Kirk added that " the essential 
part of liis work will havo been done be- 
fore be reaches tho Nile;" and if he wero 
to return towards Zanzibar ho would even 
thon luivo earned the honour of "tho 
greatest of all explorers, and tho African 
travellers par excellence.'' The accounts 
now actually received from him will, in- 
deed, leavo unexplored only a small por- 
tion of tho whole distance between the 
Mediterranean and the Cape. Africa 
may be roughly said to extend from 30 
degreos above tho Equator to 30 degrees 
bolow it, or CO degrees of latitude in nil. 
Spoke, Urant, and other traveller havo

Equator, pud Livingstone has now pene- 
trated from tho youth to within less than 
fivo degrees of the Ecjhator. According 
to tho rnap, there may bo two and a half | 
or three degrees out of tho whoio uu as | 
yot untruvorsod. Even if nothing nhouldj 



result from tho labour of tlieae pioneers, 
tho mere discovery will stili bo a wocdero 
ful achievement. England will always be 
proud of ber African explorers, and among 
those distinguished names thero will not 
be ono more honourod and cherished than 
Dr. Livingstone. 

Thero remain two feelings to which we 
must give expression in reviewing this 
eventful story. One is of indignation nt 
tho.-o rascally Johanna men whoso delibcr 
ate lies luivo occasioned all this anxiety 
during the past year, There can now bo 
no doubt thut those men deserted Dr 
Livingstone, and, taking for granted that 
he would come to harm in tho interior, 
ventured to fabricate tho story of his des- 
truction. In addition to the cnxioty and 
pain they havo occasioned, they have put 
the country to the trouble of a search cx» 
pedition; and , besides the expenditure of 
money, vnluablo lives have been hazarded 
in order to disprovo their falsehoods 
The last we heard of them was that tliey 
had the impudence to send to Zanzibar to 
demand their wages. Sir Samuel Baker 
recently expressed a regret that, while 
Africa was so rich in specimens of tho 
feline tribe, it should bo destitute of i 
cat-'o-nine-tails. We suppose it is impos 
siblc to punish these rascals, hut wo trust 
they have not received a farthing of 
money. The other feeling we must enter 
tain is one of gratitude to Sir Koderick 
Murchison, who has maintained through 
out, wilh a tenacity which some people 
called obstinacy, a belief in Dr Living 
stone's safely. Perhaps his own energy 
inspired him unconsciously with a convic- 
tion that Dr Livingstone, 1 iko himself, 
would not bo overcome bj any • ordinary 
obstacles; but, at all events, his ncuteticss 
and bis firmness have rendered a most 
valuable service both to the public and to 
Dr Livingstone's friends. As recently 
January, so great au nuthority us Sir 
Samuel linker spoko of "hoping almost 
against hope" for the traveller's safety, 
and observed that though we had heard 
a good deal of him we had heard nothing 
from him. Sir Roderick Murchison 
however, with singular sagncity, has from 
first to Inst held to a conviction that Dr 
Livingstone was safe. lie is now abun- 
dantly rewarded by the receipt of these 
despatches from his frieads. but the public 
would be ungrateful if they did nut ex- 
press a warm sense of the obligation un- 
der which ho bus laid them. — -Evening 
Mail.

From Sitka. 



The U, S. B. Jamestown arrived at Enqui- 
malt from Sitka on Saturday noon wilh paa- 
Bangers, consisting of discharged soldiers, 
sailors and employes of the Quarter Muster's 
Department. She reports U. S. S. Su^inaw 
ns having left Sitka to inquire inlu the circom- 
■tancea of the wreck of the Growler. The 
Revenue steamer Wyanda bod gono on a 
trip north umong the Islands lo overhaul 
certain vesaeia suspected of trading with the 
Indiana id amis und liquors. The James 
town haa been Biationed at Siikaniue months, 
and her present trip to this place ig lor the 
general health aid benefit of the ship's crew, 
and fur the purjio.-iO of laying in Iresb provi* 
eions and stores, which were not attainable at 
Silka. Connidering the climate and the pro- 
longed stay tho vessel made, the health of 
tbo crew has been good, although the season 
was severe. From the 1st to the 23d May- 
last, it rained twenty full days. There was 
do business going on beyond the general 
traffic of the district. A number of good 
gardens are springing into existauce. Some 
dissatisfaction is reported in various ways 
about the proceedings of tbo Civil Govern- 
ment of Sitka, though we cannot toll what 
that governmeut is ; we always understood 
it was a purely military establishment. Con- 
siderable changes are spoken of u likely to 
occur soon in this respect. Tbe following ia 
iho list of tho Jamestown's officers : 

Capt McDugal; Sergeon Bloodgood; Pay- 
master Painter; Acting Ensigns Cary, 
Wilson.

Assassination of the Dki-utt-. Lieut- 
z.vint or County Westmkatii, Ihkland. — 
Dublin, ICtb April. — A dreadful murder was 
committed Inst night near Killucan, county, 
Wc8tmeath, the victim being Mr H. Howard 
Fetberston, of Braoklyn Cattle, Mr Fether- 
■ton, who was a Dep. -Lieutenant and Justice 
of the Peaoo, left Diblio by the mail train nl 
half-past seven yesterday evening, and was 
proceeding homo Irom tho Killucan station 
in his tax-cart, Bhorlly after nino o'clock, ac- 
companied by bis servant, when about a 
mile and a halt Irom the station he w n s fired 
at by a man who jumped tho hedge.

That Tom Coffin and hia orow are lost there 
can be no question. When tho news arrived 
hero that bodiei bud been found down near 
I'rinoe of Wales Ulond. iho oitiwns sent around 
a petition and collected about JH6Q to sond ft 
man to find end bring up their bodies, and 
also ascertain all be could about them As 
wo are here luod- locked we oro altogether 
dependent for news ou Ihe outside world. Our 
Collector has had no reveouo cotter, which 
he might have nent ou ihe first information of 
the loss of t tie Growler ; and hance r ao far as 
Coffin and hia associates are concerned, we 
have no means of loarniug anything except 
from Victoria. Tho steamer Saginaw, Capt' 
Mitchell, left Monday morning, May 25th, 
for StekiD, and it bus also beeu intimated lhat 
she was boned to find out if possible some- 
thing about the Growler disuster ; but on this 
point I can only give it as a rumor. 

TUB. /IRST MURDICR IN ALASKA. 

One of ihe most revolting murders ever 
committed on this coast, if not in America, 
was witnessed iu Sitka on Friday May 8ih, 
18C8 — bad rum and licentious habita being 
the cause of tbe murder. As the main points 
aro not Dt for publication il is hard to make 
the reader lo understand them, without shock- 
ing his every feeling and raising to lover beat 
every drop of manly blood in his body. I 
will try and throw the mantle of modesty 
over a grave crime, and let up the plea of a 
licentious lifo amid a licentious race as the 
only redeeming feature in tbe case. 

In this city there are several large buildings 
or tenements which havo I coo used by the 
workmen and their families who belong 
lo the Russian American Fur Company, 

Amongst tho number ol thuso tenements 
is one which i» known by Iho name of the 
Sloop of War, so narnsd or called by the 
soldiers and Bailors, It is a one et^y build- 
ing, of logs, and is divided into smaii rooms 
s:iy about 9 x 10. la tbo eastward of this 
building 'Wed a woraon who was murdered 
named Avdotia Shalitarina. She was a half 
breed. The prisouer Alexander Ludngban 
who is a young muo about 23 years of ago 
: : .70i! will: deceased now and (hen. 0, 
Thursday night May 7th he was very drunk 
and went to tho bouse of decerned and re- 
mained there all night; both were drinking 
freely. About 12 o'olock at night they 
were seen going lo the beach which is cIo.jc 
to the house, but they soon relumed. In 
the morning at 4 o'clock thoy were seen in 
tbo room, the prisouer Boated on the bed and 
the wornun Avdotia Shuhtarina sitting iu his 
lap, and ho swinging back and forth, sinking 
or hamming some Russian air. At o'clock 
a. m. two women in tho adjoining room heard 
tho deceased moan and on going to the door 
tho prisoner got up and opened it, und when 
asked what ho hud done to the woman ho 
said he hud done nothing. On going into 
tbe room the two women lound that tho do- 
ceased woman had been brutally outraged 

******** The woman 
lingered in groat pain for some hours whou 
death en mo to her relief. The man wan 
arrosteil, had a preliinincry trial, and the 
Russian Commissioner hero employed 
Thomas Murphy, Esq, as Attorney, not ex- 
actly to defend him, but to see that be would 
have a fair trial. Circumstantial evidence 
it strong against tho prisoner and il was on 
this only ho waj held. Ho has got to re- 
main in the guard house until wo get a civil 
government before ho can be tried; as tho 
miliiary have no power to interfere io a case 
of this kind.
